James E. Jouett, then cap- 
tain and commandant of the United States Naval Station at Port 
Royal, 8.C., while riding to hounds through a dense forest on 
Broad River, caught a hasty glimpse of a negiected burial-ground, 
and a grave marked with the name of Paul Hamilton. Upon in- 
quiry be found that the old family burying-ground was owned by 
acvlored man; that the grave marked Paul Hamilton was the 
last resting place of Hon. Paul Hamilton, Secretary of the Navy 
during the administration of President Madison, from 1809 to 
1813, when some ot the brightest laurels of the Navy were won;

ture of the Maceaonian, when Lieut. Hamilton was detailed to 
carry the captured colors to Washington. These facts, and the 
decay and neglect which were obliterating the traces of a grave- 
yard, being called to the attention of Secretary Chandler by 
Commo. Jouett, Congress at last session made an appropriation of 
one hundred doilars for inclosing the grave. Secretary Chandler 
has instructed Agsistant Paymaster Leeds C. Keer, of the Pawnee, 
at Beaufort, 8. C., to visit the grave, and with the assistance ot 
some ot the crew of the Pawnee have a suitable fence erected. 
The visit was made, and a barbed wire fence with cedar posts is 
to inclose a little graveyard of sixty by ninety feet, the soil and 
the ashes of the distinguished Hamiltons being owned by a man 
who was once a slave.

Department of Arizona.—A disastrous fire took place at 
Whipple Barracks ou the night of November 8th, in the line 
of buildings on the northeast side of the parade ground. 
The Arizona Miner, in an account of the occurrence, says : 
‘*The alarm had been given by the sentinel on No. 2, Cole- 
man of the Cavalry company, and the officer of the day, 
Lieut. Rivers, who was up aud alert. rushed with his guard, 
who were in charge of Corporal Clifford, tothe hose house 
and soon had a line of hose stretched and water on the fire, 
but it was almost immediately discovered that the stream 
was not powerful enough to stop the conflagration and at- 
tention was directed to saving the Cavalry quarters, next 
the officers’ row and that of the non-commissioned staff just 
across from the hospital. ‘The fire started in the southeast 
corner of the band kitchen and must have caught from the 
range in some way. The loss to the Government will not be 
great, counting the actual value of the buildings, not over 
$20,000, while the gain in every way by having new build- 
ings will more than compensate for the loss of the old ones.

and nearly everything except their instruments. The mem- 
bers lose nexrly all their clothes. in Co. K, ist Infantry, 
1st Sergt.

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THE CASE OF CAPTAIN ARMES. 


Caprarn G. A. Armes, U. 8. A., retired, late of the 10th 
U. 8. Cavalry, is not desirous of remaining quietly on the 
retired list. At the date of his retirement, Sept. 15, 1883, he 
was the senior officer of Cavalry, and though his retirement 
was recommended by a board of officers duly appointed, he 
took exception to the action, came on to Washington, and 
appealed to the Secretary of War, but without avail. He 
has now asa last resort addressed the following letter to 


President Arthur : 
Wasainaton, Nov. 10, 1883. 


To the President of the United States, through the Adjutani= 
General U. 8S. Army: 

Sie: I have the honor to state that I have just received a 
communication from the War Department, referring to my 
letter handed to you by me October 16, requesting a revoca- 
tion of the order retiring me as a captain, and that I be per- 
mitted to await orders at my home, until promoted to the 
rank of major, being the senior captain of cavalry of the 
Army. At that time you stated that you would direct the 
Secretary of War to refer said request to the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army for opinion as to the legality of my re- 
quest. I respectfully invite attention to the fact that seve- 
ral officers have been recommended for retirement on ac- 
count of disability, and have been awaiting a vacancy onthe 
retired list for months, before I was ordered before a board, 
and the fact that a six months’ sick leave was recommended 
by my department commander should certainly have preven- 
ted such an injustice, as has been done, by placing me on 
the retired list first, although the last recommended. I was 
wounded in battle five times during the late war, and twice 
since the war in engagements with hostile Indians, while in 
command of my company. The severity of the service has 
to some extent impaired my general health, and while en- 
deavoring to obtain a few months’ rest and on the eve of a 
long expected promotion I was peremptorily ordered before 
a retiring board and retired for disability incident to the ser- 
vice. I uow respectfully desire to bring to your notice that 
my case has not been considered iu accordance with your di- 
rections; but, on the contrary, the following insulting reply 
to my letter to you of the 15th of October has been received 
from the Adjutant General, written by direction of the Secre- 
tary of War, viz.: 

The Secretary of War directs me to say that he is not aware 
of any provision of law, evenif it were considered available 
by him, to have you restored to the active list under which 
the order placing you on the retired list could now bé re- 
voked. On the subject of promotion you are referred to 
paragraph 36, Army Regulations, from which it will be seen 
that, having been found physically disabled for duty, you 
of necessity come under the excepting provision of that 
paragraph. x 

Paragraph 36 of the Regulations referred to reads as fol- 
lows : 

All vacancies in established regiments and corps to the 
rank of colonel shall be filled by promotion according to se- 
niority, except in case of disability, or other incompetency. 

The disability referred to in the paragraph of the Regula- 
tions refers to disability occasioned through the commission 
of crimes or offences. It has never been construed to extend 
to partial disability occasioned through wounds or sickness, 
and I challenge the Secretary of War to cite a single instance 
where partial disability through wounds received or sickness 
contracted in the line of duty has been considered a bar to 
promotion. On the contrary, numerous instances could be 
cited of cases in which retirement was proper for these rea- 
sons, but was postponed to await anticipated promotion. I 
consider that by the action of the Secretary of War in my 
case I have been wronged, and therefore appeal to your 
Excellency that justice be done me. I request that no act 
be done in this connection that may jeopardize my promo- 
tion, and if any such has been done that it may be revoked.

INTOXICATION AS AFFECTING CREDIBILITY OF 
WITNESS. 





In the Court-martial cases of Privates Allen and Kellum, 
Troop E, 19th Cavalry, tried recently at Fort Lyon, Col., for 
making a raid upon Mrs. Galloway’s chickens, Major-Gen. 
Pope, the reviewing officer, approves the pi ings, find- 
ings and sentences, except the action of the court in the case 
of Kellum, in sustaining an objection by a member to a 
question on cross-examination whether the witness had not 
been intoxicated at the time of certain events, to which he 
was testifying. Nothing could be more proper than such an 
inquiry, going to the credibility of the testimony. A wit- 
ness who was drunk when he was cognizant, or when he 5 
posed he was cognizant, of any fact is certainly not to 
implicitly relied upon. And while it is the duty of Courts- 
martial to take care that incompetent testimony is excluded 
from their hearing, the too frequent and unnecessary inter- 
ference by members with the course of examination does not 
tend to further the ends of justice, and should be avoided. 
A majority of the members of the court, without assigni 
any reason, recommend these prisoners to clemency. It is 
not to be inferred that the recommendations were induced 
by any reasonable doubt of guilt, otherwise the prisoners 
should have been acquitted.” 


The Surgeon-General of the Army has just issued the fourth 
volume of that admirable catalogue of the splendid medical 
library of his office, which has given Surg. Billings, its com- 
piler, a lasting reputation, writes a Washington correspond- 
ent. The treasures of this great library are well represented 
in this attractive volume. Its thousand pages carry the 
work along from “E” to “‘Fizes.” Some of the subjects fill 
a great many pages. ‘The titles of the books and the 
pamphlets on the human eye fill more than 100 large 
two column closely printed pages. The fevers of various 
sorts take up nearly 300 pages. It seems a national disgrace 
that such a complete collection of valuable books should be 
in a dingy, old fashioned theatre building, at the mercy of 
the flames. If the library were half as large, andif it served 
but one of its many purposes, it ought to be decently and 
safely housed. The good done by this library among the 
medical men of the Army alone, under the system which 
keeps the new books, as they come along, circulating from 
post to post, until every surgeon has had his day, is incal- 
culable. But, apart from its usefulness in this practical and 
immediate way, its value as a library of reference entitles it to 
a home where it will at least be free from the ordinary dan- 
gers of fire. So long as Congress hesitates about providi 

roper accommodations for the congressional library it is no 

ikely to do better by the medical lbrary. 
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ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 

I wisa, through your columns, to address a few words 
to the members of the Army Mutual Aid Association 
as to the proposition now before it, to change the by- 
laws, so as to form two additional classes, to give ad- 
ditional insurance to those who may wish to enter 


them. 

The objection to this is that it changes our whole char- 
acterfrom » mutual aid to an insurance company. Many 
may have joined it as an aid association who would 
not have entered it as an insurance company. | We can- 
not possibly have a large enough membership for the 
latter purpose, nor have Army officers probably the 
skill and experience to carry out so complicated an un- 
dertaking. The writer having recently been to Hart- 
ford, took occasion to look into the methods of business 
of some of the leading companies in that head centre 
of insurance. 

The mutual method seemed to be supplanting the 
old stock company plan. The most successful new 
company, or rather an old company changed to the new 
mutual plan, supplements mutual insurance, by a se- 
curity fund placed in another company, to wit: an in- 
corporated trust company. There is a proviso in the 
charter of the insurance company, that requires a division 
of the security (trust) fund, whenever the State Inspec- 
tor of Insurance reports their liabilities greater than 
their asssets. 

I was shown a letter of Mr. Suthard Hemans, in 
which he stated that this was the only method by 
which the last surviving member of a company was made 
sure of getting back what he paidin. A number of 
masonic mutuals were transferring their business to 
one of the mutual companies of Hartford, as I was in- 
formed, for the reason that they did not cover enough 
ground, and in the next place, because their managers 
were not insurance experts. 

I do not pretend to know much about insurance, yet 
I would respectfully urge the members of the A. M. A. 
Association to consider these points before voting for 
the proposed amendments. 

lf we make our little association too complicated it 
will break down of its own weight. Lack of popular. 

ity may follow want of confidence, and thus would 
be fatal to an enterprise which depends on credit and 
popularity for success.

A srier telegram from Cairo, announces the slaughter, 
in & narrow defile situate between Souakin and Kassala, by 
the insurgent hill tribes, of 150 Egyptian troops, forming 
part of the army engaged, under the command of Hicks 
Pasha and a number of English officers, in suppressing the 
revolt fomented by the False Prophet. A despatch of Oct. 
31, reported that the Mahdi had been repulsed in an attack, 
with 25,000 to 30,000 Arabs, on Hicks Pasha, who made 
effective use of his 6,000 Remingtons against the Arabs, 
who attacked in two columns from opposite sides. 

Now comes a Reuter despatch dated Cairo, November 22, 
which is to the effect that during a battle near El Obeid, 
which continued from November 8 to 5, the Egyptian troops 
were completely annihilated, the only person escaping being 
a European artist, who was taken prisoner. El Mahdi, 
forces are reported as 300,000, including Dervishes, Bedouins 
mulattoes and regulars;§those of Hicks Pasha at 10,500, with 
them being eleven English officers, who are reported to have 
fought galiantly.

As the 
orders were urgent I used two-thirds power, making Cape 
d’Aguilar light in six days seven and a half hours, a distanoa 
of at least 1,440 miles. In other words, the Enterprise 
averaged 9!¢ knots an hour from Singapore to entrance to 
channel to Hong Kong, and the engines were not slowed for 
any cause whatever during the whole passage. I doubt if 
the records of the Navy Department can furnish another case 
as satisfactory in all respects as this. Light fair winds were 
experienced for three days, and light head winds and mod- 
erate swell for the remaining three days. Coal consumed 
for steaming purposes during the passage, 89 440-2240 tons, 
or less than 15 tons a day, full power is twenty-four tons a 
day. The above performance does credit to the Engineer 
Department. Arrived on the night of the 8th. The next 
morving saluted the English flag with twenty-one guns; and 
the French Rear Admiral, the Prussian Rear Admiral, and 
the English Commodore, with the appropriate number, the 
salutes being returned. The usual visits of ceremony were 
made.

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INCREASE THE ARMY. 

Eaon twenty-five years since 1780 the United States 
has donbled ils population. From a sober, industrious 
God-fearing people, scattered or living in small com- 
munities, 1t has developed into one of the great na- 
tionalities of the earth, with a complex population, 
having diversified, if not antagonistic, interests. It is 
now a manufacturing and commercial, as well as 
an agricultural country, and includes great communi- 
ties, having in them almost as many people as were on 
the American continent when the political bonds which 
united us to Great Britain were finally dissolved. 

The fact must not be lost sight of, that with this in- 
crease of population, there has also been a proportion- 
ate increase of the criminal classes, and those in sym- 
pathy with them. These must be held in subjection— 
pro bono publico. The local police are in most instances 
sufficient for this purpose, but the time will come, nay 
it has come already, when other force is needed. With 
the experience of the labor riots before us we cannot 
delude ourselves with the idea that an Army of less than 
twenty-five thousand men isan adequate force in emer- 
gencies to preserve the liberties of the law-abiding and 
respectable citizens. We have seen the great city of 
New York at the mercy of a mob for three days. If 
not very large, it was active, showing itself now 
here, uow there, burning orphan asylums and intimidat- 
ing the laborers at the gas works, so that the manufac- 
ture of gus was suspended and the city left almost in 
darkness, or with just sufficient light to make the dark- 
ness visible, and persuing its hellish work at first with- 
out restraint. it threatened the water supply, gutted 
the houses of the rich, murdered objectionable 
prominent men, and terrorized the whole commu- 
nity. At this time (July, 1863,) the local militia 
were absent at Gettysburg and vicinity, and 
the General Government had depleted its garrisons 
in the harbor to the lowest limit, in order to reinforce 
the Army of the Potomac and garrisons of Baltimore 
and Washington, to meet the Confederate Army under 
General Lee, which had invaded Pennsylvania. Who 
does not remember the feeling of relief experienced by 
the people of New York when the Regular Division 
from the Army of the Potomac marched in and camped 











in the heart of the great city, and peace, and good 
order, and security returned once more ! 

It is for the protection of the law-abiding and reputg, 
ble citizens that the Army should be increased, and not 
as @ menace to their liberties, about which the dems. 
gogues love to expatiate ad nauseam. When the war 
of the rebellion was brought to an end in 1865, fifteen 
hundred thousand men, composing the Volunteer Army 
of the United States, lay down the arms they had car. 
ried so nobly to victory, and resumed the avocations of 
peace, leaving the care of the frontier and important 
seaboard fortifications to the Regular Army, composed 
of about sixty thousand men. The population of the 
country did not then exceed thirty-two millions. Singg 
then there has been an increase of population not less 
than twenty millions, the godly and the ungodly hold. 
ing an even pace, if anything a little ia favor of the 
latter, while, owing to successive reductions, the mus. 
ter rolls in 1883 show less than twenty-four thousand 
men in the Army. 

And consider the condition of this force. Scattered 
from Dan to Beersheba, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
from Maine to Texas, in companies so ridiculously 
small as not to form really a respectable skeleton, 
wheie is the regiment of infantry or artillery in the 
Army to-day that could turn out in line of battle threg 
hundred effective men? The same delusive, short. 
sighted policy that has suffered our noble Navy 
to decline; that has left undefended by suitable 
forts and other modern defensive appliances our sea- 
board cities, with their millions of property and treas- 
ure, has been at work in rendering almost ineffective 
the Army upon which the people rely to defend them 
in certain dangerous emergencies, or until volunteers 
can be assembled. In time of war the country must 
look to its citizens for defenders. It has always been 
so, and always will be, so long as the form of govern- 
ment continues republican or elective. It is fot neces 
sary to attempt to draw aside the veil which hides the 
future. The past should be a sufficient warning of what 
istocome. What we have to meet is the present, and 
to provide for the actual necessities of a population that 
is increasing at the rate of one hundred per cent. every 
twenty-five years. In laying down the duties of his 
great office as Commander-in-Chief, General Sherman, 
whose sagacity and patriotism cannot be ques- 
tioned, indicated briefly the manner in which the 
Army should be organized to meet important emergen- 
cies. His recommendations should receive the consid- 
eration they deserve. They called Sherman crazy 
when he asked for two hundred thousand men to con- 
duct the War of the Rebellion in the valley of the 
Mississippi. He was a good deal nearer right than his 
critics, as they discovered, and the day will surely 
come when what he has so frequently and so pertinent- 
ly said as to the dangers against which this country 
should provide by fostering its little Army, will be 
looked upon in the light of prophecy. 








A IIGHT ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 


Masor-Gengrat Hanooox, in his annual report, 
touches upon a question of vital interest to our Army, 
and that is the necessity for some measures tending to 
greater efficiency in the light artillery branch of the 
service. He adheres to the recommendations of pre 
vious years that these light batteries should be concen 
trated at some post, suitable in point of quarters, stables, 
drill grounds, etc., and formed into an Artillery School, 
with a field officer in command competent by practical 
experience to develop the possibilities of light artillery 
services to their highest limit. 

This experiment, if we recollect aright, was tried 
some years ago, Fort Riley, Kansas, being the school, 
but for some unaccountable reason the project was 
sbandoned, and the light batteries were ordered to the 
headquarters of their respective regiments, aud there 
they have remained, with perhaps one exception, evel 
since. It seems needless to discuss the value of the 
light artillery arm; the record of our own wat fur- 
nished ample statistics;on that head, but it does seem 
strange that in these days of peace so little effort should 
be made to lead up to a condition of perfection 90 ¢ 
pensive an organization. ; 

One light battery at a post cannot, and we say it 
advisedly, attain to the proper degree of efficiency. 
It may be able to manwuvre creditably within its lim 
ted sphere, its men may be well instructed, and its 
horses and pieces in good condition, but it goes 20 fur- 
ther, and hence, from sheer lack of opportunity to de 
velop its power in concentrated action, falls into & con" 
dition of lassitude and its exercises are couducted in 8 
purely perfunctory manner. By all means, therefore, 
let us have a Light Artillery School, on & suitable 
reservation, with an experienced field officer of artillery 


]in command. The latter is not difficult to find. In 
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the 1st Artillery we have Randol and Rodgers, in the 
4th Mendenhall, Graham and Pennington, and in the, 
5th the gallant Jackson, so long identified with Light 
Battery K of the ist, and others whose names wil 
readily suggest themselves. We havetbe material, now 
let us have the school. 








Masor Genzrat Hanoook, U.S. A., in his annual 
report, pithily says: ‘‘ For the faithful soldier the fu- 
ture should be made full of promise whose fulfilment 
is guaranteed by the word of the law.” 








Tue Court-martial which tried Medical Inspecter 
Stephen D. Kennedy at Panama, for drunkenness and 
absence without leave, found him guilty and sentenced 
him to dismissal. The record of the case was submit- 
ted to Rear Admiral Hughes, by whom the court was 
ordered, and was transmitted immediately to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, arriving at the Navy Department 
Jast Saturday. Secretary Chandler approved it on 
Monday, and on Tuesday the President signed the 
order dismissing the accused from the service. The 
members of the Court-martial returned from Panama 
last week. Commodores McCauley and Fillebrown, 
Captain McCann and Commander Robeson were placed 
upon waiting orders. These officers were ordered 
tothe Hartford on the 15th of October in order that 
Admiral Hughes might have officers of rank to order 
on the Kennedy Court-martial. The officers who re- 
turned reported that yellow fever prevailed at Panama, 
both when they arrived there and departed. It con- 
fined its depredations mainly to for eign residents. 








JupGE ADVOOATE GENERAL Swarm, U.S. A., in his 
recent annual report, says: ‘‘A practice has obtained 
of late of trying enlisted men for trifling absences and 
neglects before General Courts-martial, and alleging in 
the specifications prior convictions of similar or even dis- 
similar offences, so that, by adding prior minor convic- 
tions to an offence trifling in itself, the soldier may be 
dishonorably discharged and confined in a military 
prison. This is an instance of attempting to hold the 
enlisted men of the Army together and to their duty by 
fear of punishment and disgrace.” We have noted 
that nearly all of the Department Commanders permit 
and approve the practice referred to by General Swaim. 
It is one which, if we remember aright, has obtained for 
nearly a century in our Army, and is in harmony with 
the well settled practice of the British service, upheld, 
we belicve, by the Court of King’s Bench. We can 
recall no instance of ‘‘ dissimilar” offences having been 
laid under the same article of war, and the recital of 
previous offencesin the specification seems to usto simply 
aver what may be termed historical facts, inserted with 
@ view to secure for persistent offenders a just measure 
of punishment, and to prevent their being dealt with as 
offenders coming before a Oourt-martial for the first 
time. Our readers may remember, as pertinent to this, 
the case of Military Prisoner Benson, to which we re- 
ferred at length in the Army anp Navy Jovurnat of 
March 24, 1883, page 776. 








Prorgssor Mumpury, President of the British Sani- 
tary Institute,in a recent lecture says: ‘* Under the 
most favorable circumstances, and in spite of the good 
influence of drill and discipline upon the physical and 
mental qualities of the men, a standing army is to some 
extent necessarily a deteriorator of national physique, 
inasmuch as by the selecting influence of recruiting 
regulations the best specimens are withdrawn from the 
community just when they are entering upon the vigor- 
ous period of life, and are subjected to a high rate of 
mortality, especially from lung disease, attributed to 
what has been termed ‘ vitiated barrack atmosphere,’ as 
Well as from exposures of other kinds.” 








Tue New York Graphic, of Nov. 17th, says: ‘There 
is said to be a great deal of consternation at the Navy 
Department at the ridicule of the new cruisers in 
English professional journals based upon the descrip- 
tion of them in the Naval Institute proceedings, by the 
young Secretary of the Naval Advisory Board. So 
much anxiety was manifested upon the subject, that 
the Secretary of the Board made haste to gobble up 
every copy of the last number of the Hnquirer (?) of 
London, as goon as it was found to contain matter not 
desirable reading for Congressmen. Not a copy can 
be found at the Washington news-stands, and it is re- 
ported that the young man’s friends have been di- 
tected qifietly to strip the news-stands of New York 
of them. Very few copies come to the United States, so 
probably not much harm will be done and Congressmen 
will forget all about it by the time another appropria- 
tion is asked for the Board and its secretary.” 

The absurdity of this statement, and the one in the 


New York Sun to a similar effect, is shown by the fact | 
that the article in the London Hngineer, which is the 
one referred to, was published in full verbatim et 
literatim in the Army anpd Navy Jovrnat of, 
two weeks ago, November 10th. If the Secretary of 
the Advisory Board, or any one else, wishes 
to buy up what 1s left of that number of the 
Army AND Navy Journat, we will furnish them with 
pleasure. We fear, however, that these would hardly 
suffice to keep them out of the hands of inquiring Con- 
gressman. 

The United Service Gazette, concluding a description 
of the new American Cruisers, in its issue of November 
8, says: “‘We do not say that the British Admiralty 
have a lesson to learn from the above ; but tbe facts and 
figures which we have given certainly merit their atten- 
tion, seeing that no nation 1n the world needs powerful 
swift cruisers more than England.” 








In a communication we publish this week Captain A. 
J. Markley, 24th Infantry, gives expression to a just 
indignation that scores reported by our correspondent 
at Fort Sill as having been made there in target firing, 
should have been questioned by an anonymous corres- 
pondent, ‘‘ X.,” whose communication appeared Oct. 
20. At the same time it should be remembered that 
the letter from Fort Sill was published anonymously, 
and this perhaps justified a freedom in questioning it 
that would not have been permissible in case of a 
signed letter. We have the authority now, not only of 
Captain Markley but of the post commander, for re- 
cording as correct the scores published in the JourRNaL 
of Sept. 22 as made at Fort Sill by Companies OC, D, E, 
I, and K, 24th Infantry, and Co. OC, 9th Cavalry. Any 
one who proposes to question them must do it over 
his own signature and by direct statement, and not by 
implication, or innuendo. We permit considerable 
latitude to our correspondents when we have reason to 
believe that they give expression to opinions, whether 
correct or incorrect, which are held in the Service, be- 
lieving it is best to have incorrect opinions find expres- 
sion that they may be met and answered. 

But this matter of questioning scores, certified to by 
officers of the Army, has, itseems to us, gone quite far 
enough. In the Department of the East a good deal of 
firing has come under our observation and it is only 
just to say that it was in every instance carried out 
fairly in every respect under the rules, and we do not 
recollect any case of disputed scores. 

If there is any occasion to challenge scores it should 
be done openly, and the question settled by a test before 
the butts of the capacity of the challenger and chal- 
lenged. It is sufficiently discouraging, as Captain 
Markley says, in substance, to have the results of hard 
labor at the butts doubted, without having this done 
in a way that brings in question the statements of those 
who certify to the scores reported. 

It occurs to us that it would be well to pay more at- 
tention to friendly matches between organizations, 
whether at the same or at different posts. This subject 
does not receive half the attention it deserves. Matches 
of this sort, if properly arranged, and contested before 
referees acceptable to both parties, are the best means 
of stimulating interest in rifle practice. Both parties 
might be allowed to choose their owndays for the firing 
within a given time. 








GENERAL SHERIDAN finds himself quite at home in 
Washington, socially and officially. Exclusive of his 
personal staff several of the officers of the staff depart- 
ments at Washington have in former years been on duty 
with him. General Drum was his adjutant-general for 
some years in Chicago; General McKeever, we believe, 
was his adjutant-general several years ago at Fort Leav- 
enworth; General Sacket was for along time his in. 
spector-general at Chicago, and General Baird was also 
with him there; Quartermaster-General Holabird was 
also on duty with him at Chicago, and General Macfeely 
went from his staff to Washington to assume the posi- 
tion of commissary-general of subsistence. This tends 
to a harmonious conduct of affairs, where the habits of 
each in business matters are so thoroughly known to 
the others. 


REFERRING to our article of last week in regard to the 
promotion, regimentally, of non-commissioned officers, 
a correspondent thinks that an inficxible system of regi- 
mental promotions might lead to the promotion of many 














whose conduct or qualifications might not entitle them 
thereto. This, it seems to us, could easily be arranged. 
Let each company commander send monthly to regi- 
mental headquarters a list of his non-commissioned 
officers, with remaks as to their conduct, qualifications 
etc., and their fitness for promotion. If reported unfit 





for any cause then let them be ‘‘jumped” by the regi, 


mental commander in filling vacancies. This would 
tend to spur them on to qualify themselves for their re- 
sponsible positions, maintain their position on the regi- 
mental list, and obtain promotion when their proper 
turn arrived. 


In Number 120 of the Journal of the Royal United 
Service Institution, Major General Laurie, in an article 
on ‘‘ The Protection of Our Naval Base in the North 
Pacific,” discusses the question of the necessity of the 








{removal of the English dockyard from Esquimault to 


some point less exposed to an attack from an enemy. 
The author looks chiefly to the possibility of Russia 
being the power likely to be encountered, deeming it 
the intention of that Government to move its chief 
naval depot ‘‘ from the landlocked Euxine and Baltic 
(where in time of war her fleets can be held as closely 
sealed up as if they were actually blockaded in port) to 
Viadivostock. He advocates a change to Bunard In- 
let, some sixty miles farther up the Straits of Georgia, 
this being the proposed terminus of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway. In referring to the danger to their 
cruisers, if we were the enemy, from our possession of 
the island of San Juan, General Laurie says: ‘I never 
like to discuss the question of war between ourselves 
and the people of the United States; we are too much 
alike, come from the same stock, speak the same lan- 
guage, and are engaged in working out the same re- 
sults.” And in the discussion following the reading of 
the paper, Mr. Bryce, M. P., said: ‘‘’The question of 
what would happen in case of war with the United 
State is fortunately a question which may be regarded 
as purely theoretical, because any Englishman who 
travels in the United States feels as certain as one can 
be of anything else in the future, that hostilities be- 
tween ourselves and that country are practically impos- 
sible.” Mr. Stephen Williamson, M. P., in agreeing 
with Professor Bryce on this question, added: ‘‘The 
intricacies of the channel and the contiguity of our 
territory to that of the United States would make it, to 
my mind, an extremely hazardous speculation to say 
that we could hold Bunard’s Inlet against the immense 
resources of that people.” 

Truly, the sentiment of Englishmen has changed 
within the last twenty years! and that this change is 
general, we are led to believe by the reports of enter- 
tainments given to our officers which from time to time 
appear in our columns, and from conversation with 
those who have been brought into contact with English 
officials. Among them, undoubtedly, there is a genu- 
ine, hearty appreciation of our moral power; and it 
can but be pleasing to us that they regard our material 
potency as only waiting for some demand to bring it 
forth. 


In a recent discussion before the Royal United Service 
Institution, Admiral Selwyn remarked that ‘‘ he was 
absolutely confident we are going to see the end of coal 
for steam fuel altogether.” He looked to petroleum as 
the fuel of the future and thought that if half as much 
attention had been paid to this subject as to guns, it 
would have been long since satisfactorily solved. Re- 
ferring to the fact that this matter had been placed in 
the hands of acommittee or board, the Admiral re- 
peated a remark of Mr. Moody, of Moody and Sankey, 
of revivalist fame, which raises the question whether 
the ark would have been ready in season for the deluge, 
if Noah had entrusted its building to a committee. We 
are not quite clear as to whether this question is exeget- 
ical or nautical. Perhaps it might be settled by reference 
to a joint committee, consisting of the English Lords of 
the Admiralty, our own Advisory Board, and the inter- 
national committee on the revision of the scriptures.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 

A petition has been prepared and will be presented to Con- 
gress asking that provision may be made for retiring enlisted 
men who have been in active service for twenty-five or thirty 
years. The petition embodies such especial provisions as 
the petitioners wish to be enacted, the principal of which are 
that the enlisted man who has served twenty-five years shall 
be-entitled to forty per cent. of such pay and allowances as 
he may be receiving at the time of his retirement, and he 
who has served thirty years to sixty per cent. Also that any 
enlisted man who may have been thus retired shall receive, 
in addition, $8 per month as commutation from the funds 
accruing for the maintenance of the inmates of the National 
Soldiers’ Homo. 

As we stated last week, Major Nickerson has at last re- 
lieved the War Department from some little embarrassment, 
and tendered his resignation, which was promptly accepted 
to dats November 15. The resignation was dated from 
Thorold, Canada, and in forwarding it Major Nickerson is 
understood to have reiterated his statements given to the 
press some time ago. Different reasons are assigned for 
the step, but, probably, he did not find the cli- 
mate congenial enongh to induce him to remain there 
longer without pay. Another presumption is that he has 
become embarrassed financially and resigned so that he 
might get his back pay, which was stopped in May last. In 
this hs will, probably, be disappointed, as claims have 
already been made upon it by the attorney of Mrs. Nicker- 
son. The Army Mutual Aid Association at its next meeting, 
on the 1st of December, will take action with reference to 
dropping Major Nickerson. The regulations of the Associ- 
ation permit the dropping of an officer who resigns to avoid 
trial by court-martial, 

By the retirement of Capt. John P. Walker, 3d Cav., on 

Saturday last, the War Department considers that it has got 
another white elephant off its hands. The vacancy on the 
four hundred retired list, which was filled by his retirement, 
was caused by the resignation of Major Nickerson. The or- 
ders of Saturday, retiring Captain Walker, directs him to 
proceed to his home in Georgetown, Ohio. Accordingly he 
has left the Insane Asylum, at Washington, and is en route 
home. 
A general order will soon be issued amending par. 1 of 
General Orders 66, c. s., relative to the extra annual cloth- 
ing allowance of five dollars to recruits during their first 
year enlistment. This will amend par. 2065 of the Regula- 
tions by adding the words: “ Enlisted men for the first year 
of their service will be allowed the sum of five dollass for 
clothing in addition to the money allowance as fixed in the 
annual price list of clothing.” 

It is rumored that Secretary Chandler will recommend in 
his annual report that the Bureau of Steam Engineering and 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair be consolidated, and 
that some eminent civilian well versed in shipbuilding mat- 
ters be placed at the head of the consolidated bureau. It is 
also said that he will recommend a farther reduction of offi- 
cers of the line this year. These statements cannot be veri- 
fied, and are simply given as current rumors. 

The retiring board of which Gen. Terry is president found 
Capt. T. B. Hunt, A. Q. M., U.S. A., incapacitated for ac- 
tice service, and have recommended his retirement. The 
list of officers recommended by various boards for retire- 
ment now contain twenty-one names. Some of these have 
partially recovered from their disability since they were ex- 
amined and are now doing duty, several with their compa- 
nies and others on light special work. There are half a 
dozen or more recently ordered before boards whose cases 
have not reached the War Department. Though those in- 
capacitated must wait for vacancies, their examination gives 
opportunity for determining upon the right of preference 
when a@ vacancy occurs. 

No appointment has yet been made to fill the vacancy in 
the Quartermaster's Depariment, caused by the dismissal of 
Hubbard. Lieut. William Baird, 6th Cavalry, son of Gen. 
Abraham Baird, of the Inspector Generals’ Department, is 
favorably mentioned for the place.

Last weck we chronicled the death of two veteran ofticers 
of the Navy, on the retired list. This week we have to an- 
nounce the death of another, Commoporse Joun M. Bes- 
RIEN, who died at his residence in Philadelphia on Wednes- 
day, Nov. 21. He had suffered several paralytic strokes re- 
cently, and had been in a critical condition for the last three 
weeks. His death, therefore, was not entirely unexpected. 
Commodore Berrien was the nephew and adopted son of 
Senator Berrien, of Georgia, and was born in that State Dee. 
13, 1804. He was commissioned as midshipman on board 
the Constel.ation, Oct. 4, 1825. For the next thirty-seven 
years he was constantly on sea duty with the exception of 
two years, when he was attached to the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard. He passed successfully through the grades of passed 
midshipman and lieutenant, and, while holding a commis- 
sion as lieutenant, commanded the schooner Beni/o at the 
capture of Tobasco during the Mexican war. In 1856 he was 
made commander, and in 1862 was ordered to Pittsburgh 48 
assistant inspector of ordnance at the Fort Pitt works. He 
was commissioned as captain a few months afterward. Com- 
modore Berrien saw little active service in the late war. Io 
the latter part of 1864 he was attached to the Monadnock, 
and served under Admiral Porter with the fleet at Hampton 
Roads, but there was no engagement while he remained with 
the fleet. On Dec. 28, 1866, he was placed on the retired 
list, having been commissioned commodore in September of 
the same year. For about a year he served on the Light- 
house Board of the Fifth District, but was finally relieved 
from duty in 1868.

The amount paid for commuted rations ($576,477.06), ex- 
ceeds one half the total amount appropriated for previsions. 
The estimates for provisions include for commuted rations 
only one-fifth the number of men, boys and marines, and the 
officers who are employed on duty, entitling them to com- 
mutation of rations. A comparison with previous years 
shows a rapid increase in payments for commuted rations. 
Thus: Amount paid for commuted rations during the years 
1882-1883 ($576,477.06). Amount paid for commuted ra- 
tions during the years 1880-1881 ($510,791.44). Increase 
265,685 62. The etatutes authorizes commutation to oifi- 
cers, midshipmen and the sick. (See Sections 1,577, 1,578 
and 1583 R. 8.) The price at which rations shall be commu- 
ted is fixed at 30 cents, 1583 R. 8. It does not appear from 
the terms of the laws that Congress contemplated the com- 
mutation of the ration toa greater extent than is provided 
in the above quoted sections, or at most beyond the esti- 
mates of this bureau. The unlimited commutation now 
practiced on many vessels of war, reaulis in the deteriora- 
tion and final condemnation of quantities of provisions, pro- 
cured by the department, in pursuance of law, as a military 
necessity. The bureau, tnerefore, recommends, as & measure 
of economy that the regular commutation of the ration 
shall be limited by jaw to one-fifth the number of enlisted 
men, and to commissioned and warrant oflicers when attach- 
ed to sea-going ships. 

The system now in practice which provides for the pur- 
chase of provisions from enlisted men by disbursing ofticers 
of the Government, is one which involves complication in 
provisions which are furnished at the expense of the Goy- 
ernment. 

The provisions are supposed to be drawn as rations from 
the Government, without cost to the men, and afterwards 
sold to the Government by the enlisted men who surrender 
them. Practically these provisions are not drawn, never 
pass to the possession of the men, and the vouchers 
on which these provisions are paid for are fictitious. This 
system has no foundation in law; like the excessive commu- 
tations of rations it results in waste of good provisions pro- 
vided at Government expense, and presents the additional 
objection of irregular and fictitious vouchers which are con- 
demned by statute law. 

The bureau recommends the absolute prohibition of this 
practice, A discussion of the merits of the above meutioned 
practice of excessive commutation and the sale of provisions 
to enlisted men is not called for here. It is pertinent to re- 
mark that the question of providing greater variety in the 
Navy ration has no direct bearing on the recommendations 
of the bureau. 

Every article in the Navy ration has been introduced upon 
the advice of competent scientific experts. It cannot be 
materially changed in quantity or variety until its,value shall 
be increased by Congress. And although science may point 
out other articles of food valuable for the better sustenance, 
either of undeveloped boys or mature men, which are not 
embraced in the present ration list, the practical question 
how to pack them for preservation in store and on shipboard 
would remain unsettled. If additional variety is the deside- 
ratum then the commutation vf one-fifth of the rations 
would enable the proper disbursing officer to expend the 
amount commuted in providing such additional articles of 
food for immediate consumption as may be deemed most 
suitable to meet the wants of the crew. 

Great improvement has been made in the clothing for the 
enlisted men of the Navy under the present system of manu- 
facture at the New York Navy-yard. Other changes are con- 
templated by the bureaa in this system, with a view of im- 
proving the quality and reducing the cost of clothing. 

For several years past the freight on provisions has been 
paid from the appropriation for provisions, and the freight 
on all other stores belonging to the bureau from the appro- 
priation for contingent. When provisions are shipped, other 
stores belonging to the bureau are almost invariably shipped 
at the same time, and thus it becomes necessary to pro-rate 
the amount of freight between the two appropriations and 
to make out two sets of bills. To simplify this, and to obvi- 
ate the necessity for the double labor, it is recommended 
that the appropriation be so changed as to pay all freight 
from the appropriation for contingent, and that that appro- 
Priation be increased to $60,000 from $40,000, the amount 
appropriated for the current year. The amount paid for 
freight during the last year from the appropriation for pro- 
Visions was between $15,000 and $16,000. 


SURGEON-General Wales, of the Navy, in his annual report,

Adverting next !o the Naval Hospital system, be is of the opin- 
ion that some of the existing buildings no longer fulfil the re- 
the requirements of modern sanitary science ; few are eligibly 
situated, and all are too large and costly for present or probable 
future needs. Two of them (Chelsea, Mass., and Brooklyn) are 
in inclosures which are much too large and have materially ap- 
preciated in value. He therefore recommends that the estab- 
lishments at Chelsea, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia be sold, and 
the proceeds turned into the Naval Hospital fund, irom which 
the money was drawn to make the origina] purchases ; that this 
fund be invested in Government securities, the interest on which 
will go far to make the system self-supporting : and that, instead 
of the establishments so disposed of, station hospitals be built 
at convenient points, suited to the needs of the locality and of 
the Service, and intended for the accommodation of acute cases 
only. Thecost of these station hospitals he estimates at $15,000 
each. 

Chronic cases and those likely to be of long continuance are to 
be sent to a general hospital at a central point, For the central 
point he recommends Norfolk, as being in a mild climate, easily 
accessible at all seasons, and provided already with extensive 
grounds and suitable buildings, At the central hospital there 
will be an average of from 500 to 600 patients, affording excep- 
tional advantages for the clinical instruction of the younger medi- 
cal officers, Hither be would transport also the manufacturing 
and distributing laboratory now in New York, and the fifty or so 
insane patients usually in the Government Asylum at Washing- 
ton. The establishment, if all of General Wales’s plans be car- 
ried out, will correspond, with several advantages, to those now 
in operation at Netiey and Toulon. 

The Washington Hospital, he recommends, should be turned 
over to the Museum of Hygiene, which has proved to be a gratify- 
ing success, and which has long since overflowed the banks of its 
contracted quarters. The library has grown to about 6,000 vol- 
umes, and is especially rich in sanitary and nautical literature. 
The experiment of establishing libraries ef reference at all sta- 
tions, and circulating medical libraries in all fleets, has also 
proved to be a success, and will be continued.

The estimates for general maintenance, repairs, and preserva- 
tion, civil list, and contingencies, are very nearly the same as 
those presented last year. The report says that experience bas 
proved that the sums appropriated for the fiscal year just closed 
under the first two heads were inadequate to meet the demands 
upon them, and an additional appropriation of $64,000 had to be 
made, which sum barely carried the bureau through the year on 
ascaie of expenditures which certainly was not advantageous to 
the interests of the Government, in that it did not admit of 
many things being done which properly pertain to the Bureau of 
Yards alone, and only admitted of tinkering where thorough re- 
pairs were necessary. It is doubtful if the saving made by the 
reduced appropriations will in the end compensate for the losses 
which may occur from theft and fire. 

Admiral Nichols says he-“‘ has no besitation in saying that the 
reductjon of the appropriation tor repairs and preservatives was 
not an economical measure, as for the past two or three years the 
appropriation has not beet sufficient to properly care for and 
keep in repair the property to which it pertains; consequently 
deterioratian is coustantly progressing, until, eventually, re- 
building instead of repairing will be in order. The so-called 
closing of certain navy yards does not help the matter much, for 
while the yards are closed to work, the valuable buildings and 
machinery are still there, requiring to be cared for and Ftpt in 
repair, or else suffered to go to decay, so that, when again occu- 
pied, everything is sadly out of repair, reyuiring large expendi- 
tures to again put it in working condition, or, in case of selling, 
the property will be ia such bad condition as not to bring one- 
halt ita value.” 








THE PROTEUS COURT OF INQUIRY. 


In addition to the testimony given by Lieut. Caziarc last week 
he testified in his examination on Friday last that the original draft 
of instructions for Lieut. Garlington was prepared by Capt. Clapp, 
and the ameudmeuts were made on suggestions ot Professor 
Abbe, Gen. Hazen, Capt. Mills and others, with whose hand- 
writing witness was not familiar. In reply to Lieut. Garlington’s 
counsel, who calied witness’ attention to the statement of Gen. 
Hazen that he (Hazen) had originally corsidered this scheme and 
discussed it with his officers, witness said that no such discus- 
sion tovk place in his presence or,within his knowledge, When the 
instructions were returned from Gen. Hazen bearing that officer’s 
signature the memorandum was with them, his attention having 
been called to it by his chief clerk; the original draft of the me- 
moranduim was givon to Capt. Nowell, and had, as witness under- 
stood, been delivered to the Secretary of the Navy; acopy was 
given to Gen. Hazen with the instructions and it was this cory 
which had been returned by Gen. Hazev. About the 6th or 7th 
ot June he had been informed by Gen. Hazen that the original 
draft of the memorandum had been given by him (Hazen) to the 
Secretary of the Navy and that the plan for the movements of the 
Yantic would be made, or had been made, conformable to that 


an. 

Capt. Mills substantiated Lieut. Caziarc’s statement with regard 
to the insertion of the words “enclosure 4,” in the copy of Lieut. 
Garlington’s instructions furnished the Secretary of the Navy, 
and stated that he had discovered the discrepancy between the 
copy and the original three or four days after delivering the copy 
to the Secretary, whereupon he had himself told that officer that 
the words were nota part of the instructions given to Lieut. 
Garlington, but appeared in the copy as the result of @ clerical 
error. He said that the Secretary, having calied his attention to 
the fact that the copy purportivg to be an official copy of the 
records was unsigned, he (witness) said he would make it com- 
plete, and taking the copy indorsed upon it the words “Signed— 
W. B. Hazen, Obief Signal Officer.” 

Lieut. J. C. Colwell, U. 8. N., being questioned about the equip- 
ment of the Proteus for Arctic service, said he considered it very 
bad; her boilers were defective, and her owners, betore the ves- 
sel was chartered for the trip, had arranged to have her sent 
bome to Scotland for repairs to her boilers; her boats were un- 
seaworthy, and their equipment very bad; the rigging ot theship 
was very old; on the way up some Dew standing riggivg was fit- 
ted; the ship’s compasses were untrustworthy; the captain had 
no idea of the local deviation of his compass; he stated to witness 
that the ship had been swung once for local deviation since she 
was built ten years before; she had one patent log, which was 
lost by backing ané coiling it around the propeller. The sealing 
vessels of St. Johus were all old, the Proteus being one of the 
newest; her rigging could have been replaced in two weeks; new 
boats might have been procured at once in aby seaboard town; 
it would have taken six months to replace the boilers; the first 
mate of the Proteus was a son ot her captain, 21 or 22 years of 
age, and had never been in the Arctic regions before; the second 
mate was a cousin of the captain, also a very young man; he was 
rated on the ship’s books as a boatswain; this trip was the first 
in which he had ever been an officer; the chief engineer was mak- 





ing his first trip in that eapacity, having been promoted from 
senior assistant just before the vesse' sailed; the boats of Lieut. 
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these variations due tosome mysterious general cosmical condi- ; Garlington were not as carefully fitted as they should have been; 


they were procured from the Brooklyn Navy-yard; there were 
detects in the fitting of the sails, cleats and pins and bela: 
sheets and halyards, and some of these were m in one o: 
the boats; the masts didn’t fit in either of them; gearing was 
wanting on the sails; the varlocks turnished for the steering oar 
were placed too far forward to make the oar of any use, 

Witness thought the Yantic would not be able to go up direct- 
ly to Littleton Island ; he thought, however, she might follow 
the edge of the pack, but the chances of her coming up at all 
were not such as would have induced witness to wait tor her, 

By the Court—Well then, why was the Yantic sent up there? 

Answer—I don’t know. 

Commander Frank Wildes, U.S. N., commanding the Yantic, 
being called, said: ‘Before taking the oath, Mr. President, I 
would like to ask aquestion. It isin what capacity I appear be- 
fore the court—whether to have my acts as commander of the 
naval part of the expedition inquired into by the court, or sim- 
ply = a witness to testify as to what I know regarding the acts 
of others.’ 


After ten minutes’ deliberation with closed doors Commander 
Wildes was informed by the recorder that the court was con- 
vened by order of the President to investigate all the circum- 
stances attending the failure of the expedition of 1883, and that 
he was summoned as a witness to answer any questions the 
court might put. He had the same privilege that the other wit- 
ness had to refuse to answer any question which might tend to 
criminate himself. 

Commander Wildes—In that case I will take the oath. 

The oath having beeu administered Commander Wildes identi- 
fied the instructions under which he had acted on his voyage, 
Being asked by the recorder if, upon learning of the disaster to the 
Proleus, it occurred to him to land stores from the Yantic and 
make a cache for the P)oteus or for the Greely party, he replied 
in the affirmative. 

“ What was your view on the subject ?” 

“IT decline to answer that question.” 

The retusal gave rise to a brief discussion resulting in a re- 
petition of the question, to which witness replied that the 
matter had been fully covered in his letter to the retary of the 
a, The letter was read and was accepted as an answer to the 
question. 

Witness stated that aside from the sheathing of the Yantic she 
had no equipment designed especially for arctic cruising. One 
reason for the failure of the expedition was that a great and im- 
portant enterprise had been undertaken with very insufficient 
and scanty means. Two ships were sent north very unlike each 
other in powers—one a reserve ship, the other the Jeading ship. 
The one which was to do the work was a foreign ship, officered 
and manned by British officers and a British crew; flying a Brit- 
ish flag; the crew picked up anywhere and everywhere; ‘‘ beach- 
combers,”’ ‘longshoremen, not seamen at all: an expedition of 
landsmen sent upon a service which required a knowledge of how 
to live either upon the water or the land or upou the ice as well; 
asupporting ship sent up which was not suitable for the pur- 
pose, carrying too large acrew and not enough provisions, en- 
tirely unfitted for ice encounters, Mable to be caught in the ice 
and meet with a much graver disaster than was actually experi- 
enced. When the Navy Department thought it proper to send 
an expedition north to search for the Jeannette they convened a 
board of high officers, which sat for weeks studying ana deter- 
mining the equipment down to the minutest point which should 
be fitted to this ship, what the vessel was to do, where it was to 
go, what men were to go in her, and even then the ship was 
lost, though she did very well so far as she went. 

In the present case witness did not know that anything of the 
kind had been done. Though there were records of other Arctic 
expeditions in abund tor ref , he did not know that any 
reference was madetothem Ifthe commander of the Proteus 
had been familiar with navigation in the ice, the ship, in the 
opinion of witness, would not have gone in as she did. Captain 
Pike never examined the ice for himself—never went aloft, but 
trusted to his son and boatswain for reports. He was sup 
to furnish all the experience and ice knowledge and seamanship 
for the expedition. He furnished none that witness was aware 
of. Witness stated that the Yantic might have been handled by 
sixty men, with some changes in her equipment, He had been 
cruising in West Indian waters before going north. Witness did 
not know, except through the newspapers, that this vessel was 
to go north until he received his orders three days before 
sailing. 

General Hagen, receiving permission to cross-examine, asked 
what knowledge witness had as to the character of the crew of 
the Proteus. The answer was, personal observation and the tes- 
timony of Lieut. Colwell. The majority were not such men as 
would have been enlisted on the Yantic as seamen, 

Gen. Hazen asked what evidence Capt. Wildes had that the 
crew of the Proteus were mutinously inclined, 

Witness said his information was all derived from Lieutenant 
Col well. 

Gen. Hazen asked whether witness intended to include the 
Chief Signal Officer and the officers of the Signal Service in stat- 
ing that the authors of the expedition had not, to his knowledge, 
studied the authorities in regard to Arctic navigation before 
Lieut. Garlington was sent out. 

Witnese—I have nothing to add to the answer there, Sir. 

Gen Hezen—Then | would like to ask what he (witness) knows 
about the study or experience of tbe Chief Signal Officer and the 
officers of the Bureau in regard to that expedition. 

Witness—I said that I didn’t know that any reference was 
made toformerexperience. That is not tomy knowledge. I 
only judged by what is patent to everybody—what everybody 
can see for themselves of the progress and resuits last year and 
this year. That is the only reason, 

Gen. Hazen—Then I would like to ask wherein the expedition 
either last year or this year failed to get as far north or do as 
much as any ships could do up to the time that the ship last 
year came to the solid pack, which noship could pass and this 
year until by false seamanship or the act of God was nipped and 
sunk, 

Witness—Probably they did as much as they could do last year 
and this year, fitted and equipped as they were. 

Captain Jobn G, Walker, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
saidthe Yantic was the smallest and handiest of the vessels 
available for the expedition. It was not to be expected that the 
vessels would keep together. Witness believed that the Yantic 
would be able to make her way as far as Littleton Island during 
the season, aud in this respect she had done better than was ex- 
pected, having reached that point earlier than it was supposed 
she would do. Thechief purpose to be served in sending her 
was to afford a means af rescue in case of disaster to the Proteus 
—to do, in fact, what she had done. Nothing was said before 
sending her about her leaving stores at Littleton Island or any- 
where else. 

Generel Hazen madea statement to the Court substantially 
denying the assertious in regard to the condition of the Proteus 
and the character of her crew, and asking that witnesses he 
named should be called to testify as to this. He read a letter 
from Lieutenant Greely, saying: “I have the honor to oxpress 
my full and entire satisfaction wifh Oaptain Pike’s management 
of his vessel as well as his treatment of myself and party. I 
have felt from the time we left Godbaven that our expedition 
was in the hands of a capable and courteous shipmaster, who 
thoroughly understood his work and his vessel.”’ Also a letter 
from T. U. Malloy, United States Consul at St. John’s, to Gener- 
al Hazen, stating that Oaptain Pike wanted an examination, as 
his management had been censured by Commander Wildes. Re- 
ferring to Lieutenant Colwell’s testimony, regarding Captain 
Pike’s inexperience in Arctic ice, General Hazen said it might be 
inferred that these sealing captains werein the habit of going 
into such ice. As a matter of fact it was only upon the most ex- 
traordinary occasions that vessels ventured in there. Captain 
Pike, baving been up there with Lieutenant Gree)y, bad an ad- 
vantage in that respect over the great majority, who had never 
been in there at all. 

Lieutenant-Commander B. H. McOalla, U. 8. N., testified that 
he inspected the Proteus on May 24, 25,26. He found all parts 
of the ship, boilers included, in excellent condition. He pro- 
nounced the boats and compasses good. So far as he could judge 
from conversation with them, Oaptain Pike and the chief 
engineer were competent, He should have selecied sbip, captain 
and chief englneer. 

During an intermission in the proceedings, photographs show- 
ing the position of the Proteus after she was “nipped” and had 
begun to sink, and of the place where she went down, ;the ioe 
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having closed over her, leaving only a few broken planks visible, 
were examined by the members of the court. These were the 
volunteer works of Private W. H. Lamar, of the Signal Service, 
who was the possessor of an amateur photographic outfit and 
who had the self-possession to maxe this use of it at the critical 


moment. 

Secretary Chandler gave a history of the connection of the 
Navy De ment with the expedition. The instructions issued 
for the Yantic were pronounced satisfactory by General Hazen, 
who said that the Yantic need take no additions] outfit or sup- 

lies, being only required to take care of herself and be on hand 
n case of emergency. Notwithstanding, an extra supply of pro- 
visions were put on board, and when she reached St. John she 
had left three months supply for 129 men. The actual instruc- 
tions to Commander Wildes—bis sailing orders—were not signed 
until June 9, for the reason that itis not the practice to issue 
sailing orders until a few days before the ship starts. They are 
purposely held back. Commander Wildes knew where the ship 
was going about as well as anybody connected with the Naval 
establishment. 








ADMIRAL PORTER'S OPINION. 


Tue Admiral of the Navy, David D. Porter, has pre- 
sented to the Secretary of the Navy an annual report 
in which he makes some criticisms and suggestions. 
The new contact torpedo at Newport, he considers the 
best of its kind. Thesteam-launches supplied to our 
naval vessels are without sufficient speed or capacity, 
unable to operate successfully against vessels in motion 
and liable to swamp in anything like a sea way. The 
Herreschoff steam-launch of the New Hampshire is the 
model for her kind, and he proposes a trial in Newport 
harbor between her, the steam-launch at the Tor- 
pedo Station, and any other that may be selected by 
the Department, the sea-going qualities of the boats to 
be tested. We should build a class of torpedo boats 100 
feet in length, that could not only protect our harbors, 
but could also operate off our cvasts in moderate 
weather. Fifteen of these boats should be built at once. 
Their cost would be moderate. With the Herreschoff 
coil and engine, a boat of this class would make 20 
knots an hour and be impervious to the attacks of shell 
and mitrailleuse. He says the position we hold in the 
carrying trade of the world is simply humiliating, and 
suggests as the first step to be taken to improve our 
condition in this respect the establishment of a Govern- 
ment board of trade to represent the wants of our com- 
merce and make such recommendations from time to 
time as would tend to bring our commercial marine to 
its proper standard, enabling us to carry a large share 
of our exports and imports. 

Admiral Porter pays a high compliment to the Mili- 
tary Academy, which he says 1s vastly superior in al 
most every respect tothe Naval Academy. He has 
small faith in Coaster’s Harbor Island as a training sta- 
tion for apprentices and recommends that the buildings 
be used for a ' graduate school for officers. Had 
such a school been established ten years ago, our offi- 
cers would not now be involved in perplexities in re- 
gard to building ships and making guns, apd there 
would be no difficulty in obtaining a sufficient number 
of officers for any duty where scientific attainments and 
practical knowledge are necessary. In connection with 
the steel-armored cruisers designated by the Naval Ad- 
visory Board, the Admiral says : 

Asa step towards abolishing privateering, the powers of 
Europe, some years ago, decided to consider coal as contra- 
band of war. In case of our having a war with ay Sees 
power, all the coaling stations of the world would closed 
against us ; hence the necessity that we should build vessels 
having full sail and steam power. It is said that the Chicago 
will have only 14,000 square feet of canvas in her principal 
sails. Any seaman knows that so small an amount of canvas 
can be considered “auxiliary,” and would only propel the 
vessel pone phage eg we very —_ — be the 
very peculiar rig of the Chicago—wi' rit and ji 
jeoting beyond the bow—no vessel would werk he sal in 
smooth water, much Jess iu a heavy sea. I am certain that 
no ship will be a first-class cruiser unless she has sail enough 
to send her 13 knots through the water off the wind and 10 
knots by the wind. 

There is no reason why a cruising ship of war should not 
be of full power in sails and masts. In the days anterior to 
steam, ships had to depend entirely on,their sails ; the masts 
and rigging had to be made very heavy to enable a vessel to 

sailin gales of wind; claw off a lee shore; chase an 
enemy in all weather or escape from one. 

A ship of war for cruising should not only be fitted with a 
full area of square sails, but should have all the usual jibs 
and topsails, and have light stays between all the masts 
where the latter could be set. It can easily be seen what an 
advantage a vessel rigged in this way would have over one 
with ‘* auxiliary sail power.” She could keep tne sea as long 
as her provisions lasted. It may be said that the compara- 
tively narrow beam of modern ships is opposed to their car- 
rying sail according to the ordinary rule, but the great 
length of these vessels, with the enormous weights of boilers 
and machinery carried low down, gives them a stability not 
possessed by the old-fashioned remy by of war, and they 
could carry —— sails when the latter would have to 
take a reef in the to 

Without full sail power a ship of war would make but slow 
progress if she should run out of coal ina foreign country 
where ports were closed against her. The Trenton is a good 
specimen of a full power sail and steam ship, though rather 
oversparred, and is superior in peace and war to any half- 
sparred cruising ship we can build. She could cruise, if 
necessary, for six months without using coal, and would 
prove a most formidable commerce destroyer to any nation 
with whom we might be at war, barring her want of great 


speed, 

But after all the Trenton is nota good fighting ship for 
a vessel of her size, and would be in war but a commerce 
destroyer. The Magicienne, an old fashioned French steam 
frigate, which was present at the Yorktown celebration, car- 
nied twenty four heavy six-inch rifled guns on her gun deck 
and four on her spar deck, the latter to be used either as 
cbase or broadside guns. This vessel ought to destroy the 
Trenion in about fifteen minutes, the latter being armed 
with eight-inch “converted” guns, of which no one gives 
a satisfactory account. A vessel of even 2,500 tons displace- 
ment, and with greater speed than the Trenton, would not 

ual the latter as a commerce destroyer—that is, if she was 
a hybrid sail and steam vessel. 

A large portion of the ocean commerce is now carried on 
by swift steamships, many of which average their fifteen 
knots across the Atlantic, and in time of war the greater 

"s commerce would be carried in such 































































destroyers that should be built, and while it may be well to 
build eight or ten of the Dolphin class as despatch vessels 
to squadrons, I do not think they should be relied on to do 
any fighting in time of war. e ° . ° ° ’ 

t may seem {to be absurd to apprehend a war between 
England and the United States, since their interests are so 
mixed up in commercial enterprises, but should such a ca- 
— occur, most of the fast steamships of Great Britain 
would be withdrawn from commerce and armed with heavy 
batteries. In such a case how long would it take fora 
steamship like the Oregon or the Alaska to overhaul and 
capture small commerce destroyers. The ocean would 
swarm with these converted merchant steamers, and they 
would effectually control it. Therefore while we are rebuild- 
ing our Navy, it seems to me—and I know many thoughtful 
persons of the same opinion—that we should build a class 
of swift vessels like the Oregon and the Alaska, and, if pos- 
sible, more enduring. We might not need them in time of 
peace, but we should have them ready for emergencies, as 
the Army stores away artillery, muskets, torpedoes and 
other munitions of war. ° ° No matter how fast 
a steamer may be unless her guns are powerful she will have 
but little prestige. In time of war especially, a war in which 
Great Britain, France or Germany is involved, their mer- 
chant steamers will go heavily armed and be able to beat off 
any small cruisers with few guns. 

In adopting a policy for building up a navy in the future, great 
care should be taken that we do not fall back upon the construc- 
tion of a small class of vessels, as seems to have been the policy 
since 1865. Thereis no use of buildiug vessels like the Kear- 
sarge, either to defend the coast or as cruisers, for they cannot 
accomplish any weighty result. As it is universally admitted, 
and the action of the Inspection Board proves this, that we have 
no navy either for offence or defence, I don’t see any reason why 
Congress should not appropriate liberally for an immediate in- 
crease of the Navy, as it did in the time of the late civil war. We 
are now, in fact, in as bad a condition as we were at the breaking 
out of that conflict, though then we could conform to the law of 
nations by buying up every old ferryboat and rattletrap that 
could mount a gun, and using them to blockade the Southern 
ports. If Spain—the least formidable of maritime nations—went 
to war with us to-morrow, she would sweep our gradually in- 
creasing commerce from the ocean by setting afloat the large, 
swift steamers she ceuld buy in Europe, and we could not pre- 
ventit. Our vaunted “ home squadron" and the six tugs which 
one of our statesmen declared a great auxiliary to our naval 
force, would retire under Sandy Hook or the friendly guns of 
Fortress Monroe, and be obliged to look quietly on while we were 
being despoiled, unlees they chose to add to the laurels of the 
despoiler by offering themselves up as a sacrifice to satisfy public 
sentiment. 

This is not an overdrawn picture; it is simply a statement of 
what is liable tohappen. In the end we would no doubt get the 
better of our antagonist; but would that satisfy the country for 
& commerce destroyed, or repay our people for ravaged coasts and 
burned cities; tor, with all the new appliances for destroying hu- 
man life and property, the horrors of war are likely to be greater 
than anything we have ever imagined. With the private work- 
shops we have in this country, we could build twenty large ships 
in two years. How much better it would be for us to go to work 
and build a set of vessels for the immediate wants of the Navy. The 
argument that we can go on improving by building a few vessels 
atatimeisapoorone. Atail events, let us have vessels with 
speed and guns enough to enable us to hold our own against any 
power in the world, Don’t let us stand in the eyes of the world 
asanation of shopkeepers without sufficient patriotism to be 
willing to spend a fair portion of our enormous revenue to pro- 
tect our vast domain, which has resources superior to any other 
country. 

What a pitiable exhibit for a country like this is the report of 
the Chief of Engineers of the Army, who states that there is not one 
ot our ports that has any defence against even an enemy of very 
inferior character. I know this to be the case from my own ob- 
servation, for there is not a harbor in the country where an or- 
dinary ironclad cannot pass the batteries, choosiag their own 
time forso doing. Soit appears that our Army defences are in 
the same category as those of our Navy. It is, therefore, indis- 
pensable that both should forthwith take a new departure to in- 
sure that effectual protection to our countrymen which they 
have a right to demand. 

The sonnel of the Navy should be fixed on a permament ba- 
and not changed simply b a few officers are left unem- 

througb no fault of their own. It takes a year or two to 

aship of war, but it takes a number of years to make a 
first-rate officer. 

The system of condemning such vessels of war as required an 
outlay of twenty per cent. for repairs is a wasteful one, and 
ought to be abandoned. Forty per cent. would. in my judgment, 
be a more reasonable limit, and, by adopting it, many vessels 
might be saved to the service until we are able to build a regal 
navy. 

I recommended that no ship be repaired until she has been 
carefully examined by the Board of Inspection and Survey now 
established by law, the amount of repairs to be limited to the 

t rec ded by the Board. The Alarm has been the 
subject of much criticism and misrepresentation, and, as she is 
an experiment to try the different types of propeller and steering 
machines, ber character has been misundersto.d; but she is to- 
day, for her size, the staunchest. fastest, and heaviest armed ves- 
sel yet constructed anywhere. Ido uot hesitate to assert that, 
had we kept up our Navy to the standard of our once rapidly in- 
creasing mercantile marine,we would have to-day nearly as many 
merchant vessels upon the ocean as Gresxt Britain. 

When I speak of our unprotected cvoast,1 refer to our lake 
coast as well. In case of war between Great Britain and the 
United States, it would be comparatively easy for the former to 
get possession of all the lakes, and with her powerful navy lay 
our cities under contribution or destroy them. For this reason 
we should pay proper attention to our defences on the shores of 
the great lakes. Tue dangers threatened here appeal directly to 
our Representatives from the West. There is no reason why we 
should not commence to build on the lake shore one or two of 
the heaviest ironciads (with powerful guns) of good speed and 
impervious to the heaviest shot. One such ship, stationed near 
Buffalo, could, in case of threatened hostilities, drop down to the 
mouth of the Welland Canal and with shot and shell demolish 
the entrance dock, etc., rendering the work useless for naval or 
military purposes. Even should a vessel succeed in pgssing the 
canal, she would be immediately destroyed. I would revtommend 
that one of the proposed ironclads be built on Lake Ontario, and 
kept on the stocks ready for launching in case of necessity. 














NEW UNIFORM FOR NAVAL OFFICERS. 


THE new regulations governing the uniform of officers of 
the United States Navy have finally been adopted by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and appear under date of Nov. 1. They 
provide for the following varieties of dress. The paragraphs 
inserted in brackets do not appear in the regulations as 
originally published in January last : 

SPECIAL FULL-DREss.—To be worn on occasions of special cere- 
mony, and at general muster on the first Sunday of every month: 
Special full-dress coat, full-dress trousers, chapeau, epaulets, 
sword, full-dress belt, and sword-knot, [For naval cadets, the 
same as full dress, For warrant officers, mates, and clerks, the 
same as undress 

FULL DREss.—To be worn on occasions of ceremony, asin mak- 
ing the first visit,in each port, to officers of flag-rank, and on 
social occasions to which officers are invited in their official 
capacity and at which evening dress would be expected: Full- 
dress coat, tuil-dress trousers, full-dress waistcoat, chapeau, epau- 
lets, sword, tull-dress belt, and sword-knot; the sword-belt under 
the waistcoat. [For naval cadets, cap and shoulder-knots in lieu 
ot ch and lets. For warrant officers, mates, and clerks, 


the same as eevee | 

Social Full-dress.—On occasions of a strictly social nature, com- 
manding officers will permit the wearing of ftull-dress, without 
chapeau, epaulets, or shoulder-knots, sword, belt, or sword-knot, 
and with plain blue trousers, 

DrxEss.—To be worn on all occasions of ordinary ceremony, in 





boarding ships-of-war, in making the first visit in port to com 
manding officers, [on parades of ceremony with enlisted men un. 
der arms,] and at Sunday inspection,except on the first Sunday j : 
the month: Frock coat; blue or white trousers, and chapeau bh 
helmet, as ordered by the senior officer present; epaulets, sword, 
belt, and sword-knot; the coat to be worn completely buttoneq’ 
and the sword-belt over the coat. [For naval cadets, cap and 
shoulder-knots in lieu of chapeau and epaulets. For warrant 
officers, mates, and clerks, the same as undress.) 

Undress.—To be worn when reporting for duty, when servin, 
on courts or boards, except boards of survey, and when calling 
officially on foreign officers other than commanding officers 
Frock coat; white or blue trousers, and cap or helmet. as ordered 
by the senior officer present; (shoulder-straps (for commissioned 
officers),] sword and belt; the coat to be worn completely but. 
toned, and the sword-belt over the coat. Ma undress the 
shoulder-knots shall not be worn by naval cadets.) 

SERVICE-DREsS.—To be worn at all times not already Provided 
for: Blue or white service coat, blue or white trousers, blue cap 
or helmet, as ordered by the senior officer present. The Bervice 
sword-belt is to be worn, with sword attached, on al! duty with 
enlisted men under arms or when away from the ship on servicg 
The sword is to be at hand when on watch. When on duty with 
the Naval Brigade or landing party, (1) leggings shall be worn, ang 
such arms, equipments, and extra clothing as the nature of the 
service may require. 

A binocular, or spy-glass, shall be carried by the officer of the 
deck in port. A deck trumpet shall be carried by the officer og 
the deck at sea. 

The senior officer present will, by general notice, permit officers 
to wear plain clothes when away from tue ship on shore station 
unless the condition of affairs on shore or other special ¢ reum: 
stances render it advisable to withhold the permission. Officers 
are forbidden to wear any part of the naval uniform with plain 
clothes, except the helmet with naval buttons removed, and the 
overcoat. 

Immediately after a vessel is commissioned, and before pro- 
ceeding to sea, the commanding officer shall ascertain and re. 
port to the Department whether any officer under his command 
is unprovided with his complete naval uniform and equip- 
ments. 

In cold weather overcoats will be worn, when directed by the 
senior officer present, over any of the toregoing uniforms. When 
overcoats are worn, epaulets will be dispensed with. In fou! 
weather, except under special circumstances, officers will be per- 
mitted to wear rain clothes. Officers on furlough for punish- 
ment will not wear the naval uniform, White gloves shall al- 
ways be worn with the sword, except at sea. 

In the order fixing the uniform of the day, trousers ot the 
same color shall be prescribed for officers and men, except in 
those cases when, the crew being in white overalls, white trou- 
sers might be inappropriate for officers. [2.} 

In orders prescribing the uniform to be worn, the designa- 
tions special full-dress, full dress, social full-dress, dress; undress, 
and service-dress, shall be used without qualifying words. If 
white service-coats, white trousers, or helmets are to be worn, 
the fact will be stated ; otherwise it will be understood that the 
dress is to be all blue. 

Retired officers will be permitted to wear the uniform of their 
grade as prescribed at the time of their retirement. 


It is not necessary to give here the special regulations 
giving full details for each style of dress for each officer, 
These regulations go into operation January 1, 1884. Until 
July 1, 1884, officers will be permitted to wear articles of 
dress prescribed by former regulations. After that date, 
the new regulations will be strictly enforced. Rear-admiralg 
who are provided at the date of the issue of these regula- 
tions with coat collars and sword belts embroidered with 
white-oak leaves, will be allowed to continue to wear them, 

We note the following changes in the regulations from 
the draft originally issued and withdrawn: “ Metallic hook, 
covered with cloth,{whose length shall be equal to the width 
of the sword belt, shall be placed in the seam over the left 
hip to support the weight of the sword.” 

‘or naval cadets the gold lace on the trousers shall be 
one-quarter of an inch wide, and their waistcoat are to be 
the same as for commissioned officers. 

The bottom of the skirt of the overcoat is to descend to 
within from ‘nine to twelve inches from the ground.” The 
buttons are to be “ plain”; the belt is to be ‘placed above 
each hip,” and the overcoat worn entirely buttoned, aud the 
belt to be fastened in front with a button instead of a 
‘plain bronze buckle.” 

he provision for leggings now reads as follows: “ Un- 
bleached No. 9 flax duck leggings, with eight plain, flat, 
white bone buttons, about hajf an inch in diameter, shall be 
worn by all officers serving with an armed landing party.” 
The gold lace on the full dress and frock coats of naval 
cadets who have completed a four years’ course is to be one- 
quarter instead of one-eighth inch wide. In the case of 
officers bslow the grade of rear-admiral, the lower edge of 
the sléeve lace shall be two inches from the edge of the 
sleeve. 
This provision concerning shoulder-straps is inserted : 
For all commissioned officers the shoulder-strap shall be four 
inches and a quarter long and one inch and a half wide, includ- 
ing the border, which is to be quarter of an inch wide, em- 
broidered in dead gold; the centre to be of dark navy blue cloth, 
upon which are to be embroidered the corps and rapk devices, as 
ie shoulder-straps for the Admiral of the Navy shall 
be four and seven-eighths inches long and one and five-eighths of 
an inch wide, including the border, which is to be one-quarter of 
an inch wide. ; 
The device for the construction corps is to be “a gold sprig 
of two live-oak leaves and an acorn.” The following provi- 
sions concerning embroidered collar devices for service coats 


are added : 

Collar devices shall be embroidered in high relief upon each 
side of the collar of the service coat. They shall be one inch in

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE PROPOSED NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


Tux importance attached to the raising and maintaining 
of military State organizations throughout the whole Union 
is hardly correctly estimated. There are very few States 
which do not keep up a regular organized force of citizen 
goldiery, and the activity developed in this direction in many 
of the Western and Southern States is quite astonishing. In 
view of the favor with which General Csrnahan’s project of 
a general encampment has been received, it may be well to 
show what States could contribute their quota of soldiers in 
case the plan were realized. General Carnahan’s proposi- 
tion to locate his camp at Washington is open to objections, 
the principal one being the vicinity of the malaria-breeding 
Potomac Flats. A much better plan would be to pitch the 
camp at or in the vicinity of one of the battlefields of the 
late war, say Gettysburg or Bull Run. What could be more 
conducive to good feeling between the various sections of 
the country than to see those who were, twenty years ago, 
arranged against each other in bloody strife assembled on 
the same battle ground in a friendly contest to prove their 
capacity to contend against a common foe? And for this 
reason we would recommend this change in his plan to Gen- 
eral Carnahan’s consideration before he goes further 
with it. 

Of the various States the forces of New York, Massachu- 
setts, Maine, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, and 
New Jersey are so well known that it needs no explanation 
here in regard to them, and we confine ourselves to the 
States whose military organization is less known. 

There is Colorado with a battalion of cavalry, one of artil- 
lery, and four of infantry, amounting to 87 officers and 953 
enlisted men, according to the latest reports. This force 1, 
as @ whole, still in its infancy and deficient in clothing and 
equipments; yet some companies have records as Indian 
fighters. How much benefit a company of these troops 
could derive from ® week’s encampment with one of our 
crack Eastern organizations ! 

Delaware reports a swall force of 34 commissioned and 314 
enlisted men, and these troops could doubtless learn much 
from the example of their more fortunate brethren. 

Florida reports quite an extensive force, and it is stated 
that it contains many crack companies. They could cer- 
tainly send their contingent to a national camp. 

Kansas has 3 troops of cavalry, 2 batteries of artillery, and 
2 regiments of infantry, with a total of 75 officers and 1,555 
enlisted men, some of them with experience of Indian war- 
fare. 

Louisiana has a force of 9 artillery and 16 infantry com- 
panies, under the veteran Beauregard, comprising a total of 
142 commissioned and 1,460 enlisted, with the reputation of 
being particularly well drilled, and always ready to enter into 
a contest for superiority, as is shown by the great activity 
displayed in getting up military tournaments, etc. 

Missouri has a force of about 2,000, and considering that 
they are self-supporting, receiving, according to the report 
of the Adjutant-General, not a dollar from the State, their 
patriotism 1s of ne mean order. 
~ The last annual report of the Adjutant-General of Minne- 
sota shows 1 battery of artillery and 2 battalions of infantry, 
with a total of 62 officers and 782 men, but since then the 
force has been increased and improved. These troops are 
well and energetically commanded and in a good state of 
discipline. 

Nebraska has 1 battery of artillery and 1 regiment of in- 
fantry, aggregating 454. An opportunity to learn how to do 
things properly would, to judge from the report of the In- 
spector-General, be of the utmost importance to them. 

The aggregate strength of the Ohio troops, according to 
the last report furnished us, was 5,875 commissioned and 
enlisted, divided into 2 troops of cavalry, 9 batteries of artil- 
lery, and 93 companies of in’antry, many of them showing 
much energy and desire for improvement, as their frequent 
competitive drills prove, and no doubt many of them would 
like a chance to show off their efficiency to the country at 
large. 

South Carolina has 3 troops of cavalry and 16 companies 
of artillery, with a total of 1,111 officers and men. Some 
companies at the Charleston competition last summer showed 
high proficiency and an emulative spirit. 

Texas had a force on paper at the end of last year of 
1,706, but they seem in a complete state of demoralization, 
as would appear from the remark, ‘‘ No report,” opposite 
each organization in the tabular statement contained in the 
Adjutant-General’s report—a state of affairs ascribed by the 
Adjutant-General to a lack of substantial recognition on the 
part of the Legislature of the efforts of the people to orgauize 
and maintain an active militia, A revival seems necessary 
here, 

Virginia has one battalion of artillery, four regiments of 
infantry, and two battalions of colored troops, under com- 
mand of Fitzhugh Lee. They have the reputation of being 
in a high state of discipline. 

Tennessee has no regularly organized force, but claims a 
number of crack companies without regular State organiza- 
tion; but the question of a properly arranged State force is 
being agitated. 

In Arkansas the office of Adjutant-General has been abol- 
ished, and no report of troops, if there are any, is made. 

TuiRTEENTH NEw York—Colonel D. E. Austen.—The oc- 
casion of the inspection of this regiment by Brig. Gen. OC. T. 
Christensen, commanding the Second Division, on Tuesday 
evening, Nov. 20, was also the last occasion on which Col. 
Austen turned out as the commander of the regiment. This 
fact was well known, and accounts probably for the presence 
of a very large and very appreciative audience. 

A guard was mounted at 7 P. M., and sentries duly posted 
at the entrance and at suitable places,in the hall; at 8 P. m. 
the companies proceeded down stairs and took position in the 
main drill hall, a bugler sounded the Ist sergeant’s call, and 
as soon as the orders for the equalization had been executed 
adjutant’s cail was beaten, and the regiment formed for drill 
with ten commands of sixteen full files—a rapid, prompt 
piece of work. Although the turnout had been ordered in 
overcoats, these were, on account of the mild atmosphere, 
properly omitted, but this was no excuse for parading the 
men without haversacks and canteens. The instructions 
specified light marching order, which means a soldier, pa- 
raded with arms, ammunitiou, haversack, and canteen, and 
the appearance of the regiment in fatigue uniform, with 
white crossbelts only, was therefore a mistake, and not in 
compliance with the orders for the inspection. 

The colonel began the drill with the manual, to which the 
regiment responded with a snap, regularity, and precision 
seldom excelled, even in the best organizations. The march- 
ing drill not only exhibited the marching of the regiment, 
but it also demonstrated the perfect control in which it was 
held at all times by the instructor, who had evidently thor- 
oughly studied his task. Asto the marching, it was gener- 
ally good, but the men were apt to lose step—a fault which 
very often comes under our notice at indoor drills, an 





which is to a large extent due to defective acoustics of the 


drill halls. A large portion of the movements me P| wing, 
and the manner in which they were mancuvred many 
spectators at times to suppose that the instructor had lost his 
grip of one of the = only to find, however. that his eye 
was on both of them, that he was always correct in his judg- 
ment and timely with his commands, so that at last the re- 
establishment of the original formation was accom- 
plished with remarkably correct distances. This was 
followed by marches in company and division fronts, and in 
column of fours, from which the command to the left close 
column of divisions was executed. Here the guides of the 
8d and 4th divisions did not face to the point of rest until 
ordered, and we also noticed that all the guides had exe- 
cuted the support before they received the command about 
face. This was wrong. They remain at carry until they 
have faced to the front. Until that time they are the guides 
of their respective commands. Advances and retreats in 
division fronts, breaking into column of fours, formations of 
close column of divisions on ist division, more column of 
fours, and «a wheel into line with almost correct distances, 
wound up the drill. 

General Christensen then aeanet to the front and received 
the present, and after the usual walk around by the review- 
ing party the regiment passed in company front in excellent 
form, the captain of the company next to the colors failing 
to look at the reviewing officer while saluting, and the same 
mistake being committed by some of the non-com. staff 
officers. We were rather surprised to see the non-com. offi- 
cer who marked the reviewing point going through the 
present arms with the battalion and also presenting when 
the column passed in review. Such absurdities detract from 
the effect of the whole, and we must say that we expected 
the non-commissioned officers of the 18th better icted 
in duties of this sort. A school like that of Adjutant Hard- 
ings, of the 22d, would not seem out of place. A regular 
battalion inspection wound up the affair: Noticeable at this 
was the snap with which the men threw up their pieves for 
inspection, a movenent in which the National Guard are 
generally deficient. On the other hand, one of the captains 
anticipated the colonel in commanding order arms, while 
one of the first sergeants in opening ranks commanded rear 
rank right dress. Inspection having ended the official cere- 
monies of the evening, Colonel Austea then, in a very hap 
speech, took leave of the regiment, at the end of which he 
receive three hearty cheers and a tiger, and then proceeded 
up-stairs to turn over to Lieut.-Col. Gates the regimental 
property, and, this being accomplished, his resi nm was 
duly forwarded. F 

It will be seen from this report that the 13th isin a very 
high state of efficiency and discipline, and the credit for this 
belongs, justly, to Col. Austen—a fact which seems to be 
willingly acknowledged by officers and men of the regiment, 
who all evinced great regret at his loss. We hope that the 
regiment will find a capable successor.

The company has « full complement (one hundred and three 
men), and has had a reserve list since the Ist of October. 

Under Captain Conover the rise of this company has been phe- 
nomenal. When he took command one year and a half ago, the 
compaacy numbered sixty-eight; since that time they have re- 
cruited about fifty men, must of whom have been taken in since 
April ist, The squad now numbers forty-one, and the night 
your correspondent reported twenty-four files, the company had 
eighty-seven men drilling in the armory. In Rifle practice their 
record has been wonderful ; from twenty-eight marksmen, and 
sixty-eight per cent. in 1882, they have risen to eighty-seven 
marksmen, and ninety-one per cent. for the past season, and 
commenced the winter season last week by winning the ‘‘Abeel 
Trophy.” Their company team includes many of the “ regi- 
mental shots,”” Captain A. W. Conover, Corporal J. K. Green, 
Privates J. H. Brown, H. T. Lockwood, and W. R. Bostwick, 
Private Brown being the only representative frum the 7th on the 
International Team.

TweEntTy-ToHtrp New Yorx.—Ool. Rodney O. Ward.— 
Brigadier-General ©. T. Christensen inspected the 23d on 
Thursday evening, Nov. 22, in State service uniform and 
light marching order, and a more soldierly looking body of 
men is seldom seen in the National Guard. The 23d may 
well regard with satisfaction their determination to discard 
the gray in the face of prejudice and old-fogyism. At that 
time they stood almost alone, but since uearly the whole re- 
mainder of the Guard has fallen into line, and al] are now 
clamoring for the State service uniform. 

The regiment fell in very puoctually, 494 men answering 
the roll call, and so many reported later that at inspection 
it may be assumed that 550 men were in line, and with 25 
officers, 575 all told. The total strength of the regiment on 
October 30 was 705 without the band, which leaves a rather 
large percentage of absentees. We are pleased to learn that 
the organization of the 10th company is well under way. 
This matter should be pushed »8 muct as possible, as it is 
rather a blot.on the fair record of a first class regiment to 
have only 9 companies. 

Previous to inspection the regiment was formed into 9 
compauies of 16 files fer a preliminary drill, which was, 
however, not, very comprehensive both for want of room and 
time. Owing tothe limited space of the hall, the move- 
ments were confined to marches by fours and in company 
and division fronts, all very nicely executed. However, we 
expected better distances when line was formed, and also 
a better manual than was exhibited ia the beginning.

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THE NEW SYSTEM OF AMERICAN ORDNANCE. 


Loxpon Engineering says : The Onited States Bureau of 
Ordnance has completed its new 6-in. gun, which is entirely 
of American design and manufacture.

consists in the fact that neither the breech-block nor trun- 
pions touch the tube. By keeping the breech-block clear of 
tube, the latter is relieved of the recoil strain. In the Amer- 
ican gun, the jacket is lengthened, and the breech-block is 
housed in it; and as the trunnions of the gun are on the 
jacket, the recoil strain is brought directly on them. ‘The 
jacket itself is constructed on the wire-wound system, the 
wire employed being not round (as in some other guns) but 
square, 80 that the turns lie close together. This of course 
supplies the transverse strength, The strength required for 
meeting the recoil strain is obtained in the followimg man- 
ner: After the wire has been wound on the tube, long steel 
staves or bars, lke the staves of a barrel, about 3 iu. thick 
by 1 ft. wide are laid round the outside of the wire, length- 
wise of the gun, and more wire wound outside them, to hold 
them in place. These staves hold the trunnions at one end 
and the breech-block at the other, so that the recoil strain 
(of from 18 to 30 tons per square inch) which comes upon the 
latter in firing, is at once transmitted to the former. It is 
stated that such great strength is attained by this combine- 
tion that the guns may be fired without any recoil at all. On 
board ship they will be allowed 3 ft. at most. For a speed 
of projectile which upon other systems is attained with an 
average maximum strain of 20 tons per square inch, the 
“ Boston gun” now under test at Annapolis shows an aver- 
age maximum pressure of only about 14)¢ tons to the square 
inch.

armor-plating. ‘The gun employed is one of Krupp’s heaviest 
calibres, the tube being more than 25 feet in length and 
weighing over 50 tons, while the bore is 3014 centimetres. 
The shot used in the experiments stands over a yard 
high and weighs half aton. It is solid and conical, tapering 
to avery sharp point, the material consisting of Krupp’s 
hardened steel. The charge of powder weighs 2}¢ hundred- 
weights. The plates employedin the construction of the 
turret are of chilled iron, 1 metre in thickness, and of a 
hardness equal to that of the finest and hardest steel. 
‘*FRANCE’s Readiness for War,” a pamphlet which ap- 
peared in Berlin toward the end of September, is already in 
its fourth edition, and is being translated into French and 
Italian. The author is a Prussian officer. Numerically, the 


French Army is, as the author admits, decidedly superior to - 


the German. it has 190,000 men and 194 guns more. But 
on the German side must be reckoned the greater uniformity 
of training, which France cannot rival, because of her sys- 
tem of dividing the recruits into two portions, one of which 
serves forty months and the other only eight or ten ; greater 
solidity of the cadres, which are stronger in time of peace ; 
greater uniformity in the augmentation of the number of 
the men ; better quality and keener attention of the subal- 
terns ; strategically better railways, swifter power of concen- 
tration, and a greater number of squadrons and of horses 
tit for service, The French forts which guard the road 
and railways near the frontier will, coutrary to the 
original intention, require the defence of active troops. The 
French are warlike, but not military ; the Germans drink in 
the military spirit with their mothers’ milk. The French 
have no permanent commander-in-chief. They are not 
steadfast in adversity, and do not willingly follow any leader 
who has not bound victory to bis chariot wheels. Political 
societies exercise a disintegrating influence in the French 
Army, both among officers and men. In short, there are 
still many weak points in that army as regards training, re- 
cruiting, and general administration, which must be reme- 
died before it can be called ready for war. 

GENERAL Milutin, of the Russian Army, completed fifty 
years’ service this week, and was congratulated by the Ozar 
for his labors in perfecting military reforms.

A spEcizs of target practice has been introduced into the 
trials of the Whitehead or fish torpedo in the canal of the 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich. A floating brow has been pro- 
vided, and is moored across the water at any required dis- 
tance, where screens of canvas are hung over the sides and 
sunk to the necessary depth by weichts. The torpedo, being 
charged and adjusted, is discharged at the submerged tar- 
get, and seldom misses strikiug within a few inches of the 
desired spot at short ranges of 390 or 400 yards, beyond 
which distance the preliminary trials at Woolwich do not 
extend.
